Tile Grerni Riot at Baltimore. 


The main facts of the riot at Baltimore 


last Friday, were given by telegraph. The 
worst of the fight appears to hare been in 
Pratt St. There, large paving stones wera 
hurled in the ranks irom every direction, 
the negroes wto were about the wharf, in 
rnany instances, joining the assault. At 
Gay street the somiers fired a "number of 
shots, though without hitting auy one, so 
far as could be ascertained. Aftei firing 
this volley the soldiers broke Wo a' run, 
but another shower of stnes being hurled 
into the ranks at Commerce streetwith such 
force as to knock several of them down, 
the order was- given to another portion of 
(hem to halt and fire, which bad to be re 
peated before they could be brought to a 
halt. They then wheeled and fired some 
twenty shots, but from their stooping and 
dodging to avoid the stones, but four or five 
shots took effect, the marks of a greater 
portion of their balls being visible on fhe 
walls of the adjacent warehouses, even up 
to the second stories. Here four citizens 
fell, two ot whom died in a few moments, 
and the other two were carried off, 
suppos 


ad to be mortally wounded. 


The Baltimore papers are full of accounts, 


and we make an occasional extract : 
1 The mayor of the city, and the boar,d of 
police commissioners, did their utmost to 
pacify the crowd, as well as did prominent 
citizens. Finally crowds, rushed pell mell 
from the lower streets towards the Camdeu 
depot gave notice that the -cars-were'com- 
ing, and they arrived, oue after another, 
drawn by four horses. The blinds of most 
of the 6ars were shul down, and m those 
not provided with blinds the troops laid 
down flat to avoid the bricks thrown at them 
The car windows were perfectly riddled, 
and then- sides bore great indentations fiom 
the rocks and bricks hurled at them. 


The scene while the troops were ehang 


ing cars was indescribably learful 
Taunts' 


clothed rntha most fearful language, were 
•hurled at threm by the panting crowd, who, 
almost breathless with running, passed up 
to the car windows, presenting knives and 
revolvers, and cursed up into the faces of 
the soldiers. The police were thrown in 
between the cars, and forming a barrier, the 
troops changed cars, many of them cock 
ing their mnskets as they stepped on the 
platform. 


While the delay was Increasing the ex- 


citement, a wild cry was raised on the plat 
form, and a dense crowd ran down the plat 
form and out on the railroad track towards 
the Spring Gardens, until the track for a 
mile was blocked with an excited, rushing 
mass. The crowd, as it went, placed ob 
structions of every description on the track. 
Great logs and telegraph poles, requiring 
a 'dozen or more men to move them, were 
land across the rails, and stones rolled fiom 
the embankment. 


A body of police followed after the crowd, 


both in a full run, and removed the obstrun 
tions as fast as they were placed on the 
track. Shots and stones were exchanged 
between the military and citizens at sever

Tmportunt from "Virginia. - v— 


j 
WHEELING, Saturday, April 20, 1861. 


' In obedience to the orders from The Tri- 
bune, I left the junction of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad at 4 p. m. on Friday 
(yesterday). 
The cars were full, and all 


along the route we found business stopped, 
and all the country full of excitement. 


: At Syksville a crowd was gathered around 


the.flag pole with the American flag, all 
heartily cheering. At Point of Rocks there 
was a confederate flag. 
' -On reaching the bridge at Harper's Fer 
ry.tbe train was stopped by Virginia soldiers 
with a loaded cannon planted m front of 
the cars, the conductor assured them that 
no United States agents, soldiers, or re 
porters were on the train, and wo were al- 
lowed to cross the bridge. 


Here agam we were stopped, a loaded 


cannon being pointed obliquely at the cars, 
so that they could demolish the whole train, 
with men standing at the.touch-holes ready 
to fire. As soon as the train halted, the 
soldiers rushed to the sides of the cars, and 
commenced searching them. The conduc- 
tor was told to ask no questions, and that: 
orders had been given to allow no one to 
land. 
' Men with drawn swords and loaded mus- 
kets asked, " What is the news from Balti- 
more ?" Armstrong; a:member of the Rich- 
mond convention, stepped out on the plat- 
form and shouted, " Go in, boys ! First 
blood for'Baltimore !" He said, " The Uni- 
ted States troops had fi'red into an unarmed 
crowd of citizens, and killed thirteen ;--that 
on!y foul soldiers were killed, and that every 
man in Baltimore was now going to stand 
by his state, and shed his last drop o£ blood, 
sooner than ha\e abolition hordes come 
down there'to murder them.". 


The mob cheered him, and tho conduc- 


tor finding that nothing could be done told 
the "mob that the company .would carry none 
but southern men, and then he started the 
train. Jlen followed' with swords as. long 
'as they could keep up to prevent any one 
from getting off. 
; On the flag staff of the armory the Vi r- 
ginia flag floats over rums. On the arse- 
nal a piece -of the United States (lag floats. 
About three thousand men are in and about 
the arsenal mostly armed and equipped.— 
The arsenal and part of the factory are 
burned to. the ground. ' ;Several volunteers 
had got on the train, and we asked what all 
this meant. One said they had orders not 
to tell, but on going into another car and 
talking secession I found from them that 
the news'that Virginia had seceded .reached 
them on;Tuesday. .".' 
': Gov. Letcher had ordered the arsenal to 
be seized as the property of Virginia.— 
While the men were mustering on. Thurs- 
day night, the United States artillery set the 
arsenal on file, and fled for Carlisle barracks. 
The citizens rallied, and pnt out the fire, 
but not until the arms were all burned. 


A party had started after them to capture 


them. 


: The wildest excitement rages there.— 
Troops are potmng in from all parts of the 
surrounding country.
